While most people may think All Out War is just a result of bands 
like 25 Ta Life and Mushmouth playing brutal metal riff-a-rama-core, 
think again. AOW have been around since 1992 when vocalist Mike 
Score got together with Chris from Marauder who were both into 
hardcore bands like Agnostic Front and The Cromags but also into 
metal bands like Sodom and Slayer. According to Score, Chris got 
into some 'trouble' and had to leave the band and was replaced by 
guitarist Jim Antonelli who just quit the band because he was unable 
to tour. Still following? Antonelli has since been replaced by Andy 
Petrovongo on guitar and most recently drummer Jesse Sutherland 
has yet to be replaced. But we'll get to that later. 

'Truth In The Age O f Lies', their first full length on German label 
Gain Ground, was released in 1997. As with a log of foreign labels, 
the relationship between them was less then stellar. "They treated 
us well at first, but then didn't keep up with ;untiung. ; To this day we 
still haven't received any royalties from that CD." Sc nv jpntinues, 
"we don't even exist to them. They're just a bullshit label." As with 
most independent bands, there's not really anything you can do. 
The costs to take legal action would be more than the payoff. 

With all that in the past, you can image All Out War *■*.& . more than 
happy to sign on with a respected label like Victory, 
awesome label. They're great guys that help us." Score Wfflppy to 
defend Victory critics who say Victory has a monopoly on the 
hardcore scene. "If they didn't put out those bands who would? 






What's the difference as long as 
the music's getting out?" asks Mike. 
"Victory is a very organized and 
professional label that doesn't keep bands 
in the dark. Something I'm sure most bands 
don't want to be."

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With all the divisions in hardcore today such as thugcore, hardcore, 
lew school, old school, post-hardcore, east coast, and west coast, 
nost hardcore bands today feel the need to hide their metal side.

While heavily influenced by metal, Score's lyrics are far from the 
nundane lyrics that tend to drag metal down. "Our lyrics deal with 
nan's inhumanity to man. We try and open people's eyes and let 
them know there's an existence beyond they're own and to look at 
the suffering and the effect progression has on people." Suffering is 
;omething All Out War got some of first hand when they had merch 
;ash and gear stolen from they're van while in Chicago recently. 
Unfortunately, the band had to cancel the rest of their tour with 
Buried Alive and go home to regroup. Since returning home 
drummer Jessie Sutherland has left the band. According to a 
statement from Victory, the decision was due to Sutherland's 
increasingly negative attitude. At print time, a permanent 
replacement, had not been found. 

The band is now trying to buy new gear and start doing some local 
dates until Mike is finished school and they're back on their feet. 
Mike says they hope to hit Europe and Japan soon (rumour is late 
April/May for 6 weeks). "We have a lot of interest and mail from 
Japan. "There's a lot of good bands in Japan like Hellchild, Second 
To None and Multiplex." 

So when all is said and done, All Out War don't care if you think 
they're just a metal band. Score sums it up like this, "we're just about 
playing brutal music. We don't get involved in cliques. If you don't 
like it, fuck you. We don't care."

Stigmata evolved from a metal band formed in 1986 
called Cranial Abuse when Riley was a skinny 13 year old. 
(Yes, Riley was small once). During their short and 
colorful history, C.R. released a demo as well as 
appearing on a comp. However, because of their 
'violent following' C.R. success was limited to being 
banned from every club around Troy. Not bad for a 
bunch of thirteen year olds. 

In 1989, C.R. became Stigmata and released a demo. 
California's CFY Records flew Stiggy, now with new 
drummer Pat O'Reilly (Final Terror, Wolfpack), to 
California where the 'Strength In Hate' 7" and "Calling 
For The Unjust" were recorded. Due to financial 
reasons, 'Calling...' was released years later. Shortly 
before Jason Sunkes joined on guitar, Stigmata 
recorded 'The Heart Grows Harder' for what Riley 
describes as the 'scumbag' German label Steelbreaker. 
Among other reasons, besides poor distro, all ties with 
Steelbreaker were severed. 

Jason Bittner joined on drums in 1989 for their most 
popular release 'Hymns For An Unknown God' produced 
and collaborated by Cromags and White Devil frontman 
Harley Flanagan. Stiggy's relationship dates back to 
when they played a show with The Cromags and One King 
Down in upstate NY. "Since then," remembers Sunkes, 
"we became good friends and hang out all the time." 

Recently, Flanagan cameoed at Bogey's last h/c show 
with Stiggy, Cold As Life, Madball, and All Out War. Much 
to everyone's surprise and delight Harley sang 'Burning 
Human' and 'Hard Times' with Stigmata. Sunkes 
remembers, "that show was great because the 
Stigmata and Cold As Life sets were being recorded for 
an upcoming split EP and Harley showed up to sing with 
us which was another highlight. 

'Hymns...' was cursed by not being released until 1996 
on Philly's Too Damn Hype Records. When asked if 
Stigmata had finally found a record label they liked 
Sunkes states, "I wouldn't say we're totally happy with 
T.D.H., but we've dealt with worse labels." Not exactly 
the praise you want to hear if you're a Stiggy fan. 
Sunkes sums up the record label problem this way. 
"Record labels tend to suck."

Now with the loyal Stigmata following you'd think there 
would be a good signing for more established labels like 
Equal Vision or even Victory wouldn't you? Sunkes 
rationalizes, "I don't think there's too much chance 
of Stigmata signing with EVR, although Steve Reddy is 
an old friend of ours. I just don't think, and he might 
t\ agree, that we're not right for his label. Victory, on 
** the other hand, recently put out the 'Stick Tight' 7" 
for their singles club. Rs for starting their own label, 
Sunkes simply states, "I think you gotta have money 
for that." 

While waiting for a deal for 'Hymns...' in '95, Riley and 
Sunkes helped friends Merauder sing backups on the 
now classic 'Master Killer' CD. This also led to the 
release of the Merauder/Stiggy 'Brotherhood' split 7". 
Buddy Armstrong was added on bass rounding out the 
current line-up. —Until the recent addition of a second 
guitarist named 'Corey' from a great '80s metal band 
called, "Final Terror." Rdd to that the return of Bittner 
on drums after leaving to help 'Crisis' on tour and you 
have the 99 complete lineup.. 

With the return of a second guitarist and a competent 
"drummer, Stigmata are in prime form being able to 
^play songs live they haven't played in years. 

Stigmata's goals are simple. "Play shows and make 
records as often as possible." With the strength of the 
Albany scene that should be an easy task. 

Outside the band, all the members have families, 
Sunkes has a two year old daughter, while Buddyjust 
got married. "We just hang out, drink beer, smoke 
i h erb and go to shows. " 

With all Stigmata have gone through over the last ten 
plus years what advice to they give band? "For 
whatever it's worth, our advice is as long as you're 
laving fun, who gives a fuck!" 



While things for Stigmata were definitely on the rise 
ifor the better, Stigmata has broken up as of Feb '99 
due to 'job constraints-tour scheduling'. Sunkes is 
playing with a new metal/alternative band, III 
Remembered, while Riley is playing around with other 
bands for fun.

Sounds like a good premise, but it gets quickly derivative 
and tiresome in this Japanese splatter show. 

Based on Eko Eko Azaraku, one of Japan's most popular comic serials, Misa The Dark Angel, is 
the third film about the bizarre adventures of Misa Kuroi, a schoolgirl witch who practices the 
black arts and comes to the aid of those in the grip of supernatural evil. Wizard of Darkness 
(1995) was the first tale of Miss Kuroi, who is trapped in a school for some extracurricular 
activities that include the ritualistic slaughter of her classmates 
in the attempt to open a portal to allow Satan to rule the

encounters lent that exotic scream-fest enough thrills to keep 
audiences amused. . 



Now those thrills have been watered down in a story that lifts 
heavily from American horror films including The Evil Dead 
and The Nightmare on Elm Street series. Once again Misa 
mingles with some schoolgirls (who are all incredibly bland 
and often indistinguishable from one another) who are putting on a play that is in fact a 
sacrificial rite to invoke a humanoid host for pure evil. During the rehearsal of the play at a 
deserted retreat camp, the girls are transported into another dimension where zombies suddenly 
appear and the students are killed in accordance to their personal terrors and fears. Strictly 
pedestrian fare that will only delight those whose major horror film trauma would be the death 
of Bambi's mother. 

Misa The Dark Angel, is the inaugural release by Media Blasters, a video company specializing 
in English subtitled Japanese sci-fi/horror/fantasy and sexy anime videos. Hopefully they will 
quickly learn from their mistakes with acquiring this dud titles (and get some technical advise 
on contrast levels when lighting a film to video transfer). Two other titles just released are Zero 
Woman, a sexy tits and ass femme assassin thriller and Reborn From Hell - Samurai 
Armageddon, a sword and sorcery epic. Check out what else they have to offer at 
\v\\ Yv.Media-Blasters.com. 
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Tai Seng Video has become North America's premiere source for releasing 
Hong Kong cinema. In the past, avid HK action fans have had to put up 
with shitty bootleg dupes found in local Chinatowns. While its tme that the 
saving grace of many HK flicks is the often letterboxed and subtitled 
versions that can be found on laser disc, many older films or films from 
Golden Harvest have been unavailable with English subtitles. Tai Seng is 
slowly correcting that problem with some of their video releases over the 
past few years. Highlights have included the early John Woo swordplay film 
(in which you can easily imagine blazing guns in place of the blades) Last 
Hurrah For Chivalry, Tsui Hark's breakthrough sword fantasy Zu: 
Warriors of the Magic Mountain, Sammo Hung's Eastern Condors (see 
last issue for review), Jackie Chan's Winners & Sinners, Heart of the 
Dragon and Young Master. Tii Seng issues not only letterboxed editions of 
these films, but also gives one this choice of purchasing either subtitled or 
English dubbed versions. Love to hear the actors' actual voices but can't get 
your illiterate friends to watch them? To be truthful, the English dubbed 
versions are actually fun and kind of nostalgic considering most kids in 
North America grew .up with the English dubbed versions on afternoon and 
late night television. 

If you are curious to see Jackie Chan in something other than the 
disappointing (at least for those who know the man is capable of doing 
better), pop Tai Seng's Dragons Forever into your VCR and see the 
Chanster fight alongside his Peking Opera school buddies Sammo Hung and 
Yuen Biao. The plot is laced with broad humor as Jackie and pals investigate 
a drug ring. Standard stuff, but the last twenty minutes a brilliant brawl 
against Benny 'The Jet' Urquidez, better known to North American 
audiences as the squat hitman who dukes it out with John Cusak in Grosse 
Point Blank. Kicks are plenty and your neck will snap with every impact.

Agnonostic Front are probably as popular for their politics as they are for their music. 1987's "Cause 

For Alarm" gained attention not for just it's metal crossover sound but also for it's controversial lyrics. 

The song that angered people the most was Public Assistance which targeted welfare abusers with 

such lyrics as "how come it's minorities who cry things are too tough / on tv with their gold chains / 

claim they don't have enough / 1 say make them clean the sewers. . . / if they don't like it go to hell / 

and cut their public assistance." Add to this "Shoot His Load" a song that portrays NY subway 

vigalante Bernard Getz, who shot five black men who were trying to mug him as a hero, and you have 

people labelling them rascist. Agnostic's frontman Roger Miret has defended the band by saying that 

they were merely pointing out the obvious problems that existed in the welfare system and pointed 

out the fact that most of AF's members were from visible minorities themselves. What also didn't help 

was the constant problems of nazi skins attending their shows, some ending in near riots. All this 
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"They ( MRR) had problems of thier owff%id were using us as a scapegoat. All it did was give us more 

promotion than we could ever have asked for." Guitarist Vinnic Stigma is a little more up front with 

his opinion." That Tim Yohannan died recently, (MRR's editor), fuck MRR and fuck him. As far as 

I'm concerned he's not dead enough." He continues," You died once, die again you prick." 

Stigma has had his share of the Agnostic spotlight with the rumour that sice 1987's "Liberty and 

Justice for.." lp .that he hasn't played on the studio lp's or been plugged in at shows. Kabula is quick to 

come to his bandmates defense," he's actually plugged into a cigarette pack!" Kabula continues by 

stating that if you look carefully the soundman is actually playing for Stigma with a carefully hidden 

guitar. The whole idea of the rumour makes Stigma join in on the joking by saying that all his playing 

is sampled in, complete with mistakes. "I love it" laughs Stigma, when asked if such rumours piss him off. 

Even with all this in their past, the toughest times came when Miret was wrongly jailed for two years 

and when he broke his back a couple of years ago during a pile on at a Madball show at CBGB's. 

Luckily for Miret, he was able to survive both incidents in one piece. If anything, most would agree 

that the "One Voice" CD recorded after his release is probably Agnostics best CD to date.

So what's different after over 15 years in hardcore? Not much says Kabula. "The energy and spirit is 
the same as it's always been wc just approach it differently then in the past." That may be partly due 
to the fact the besides a well paying job, Roger is a Harley mechanic and Kabula is a bulldoze 
operator, they also have families now. They don't let their responsibilities keep them from touring. 
"We love to tour," states Agnostics drummer Jimmy "Wc get to meet a lot of people as well as hooku 
with friends all over the world. When you're on tour you're your own boss, you do what you want 
when you want. That's our lifestyle, it's what we're used to." 

Being that Agnostic have always considered themselves a unity band, it's no surprise to find them on 
what is being dubbed "the unity tour" which features Dropkick Murphy's representing skin/oi, U.S. 
Bombs representing punk and Maximum Penalty and A.F. representing hardcore. While the tour has 
gone well crowd-wise, Kabula has noticed a "considerable lack of hardcore kids at shows. While he 
says he doesn't have a definite reason for the problem, he points out that hardcore kids can be "cloji 
minded at times" but is probably just a case of different values. 

With Agnostic's first studio release in four years, it woiddn't be a surprise that alot of the new kids 
that have joined the scene simply don't know who they are.Their latest release "Something's Gotta 
Give" marks the return to Agnostic's classic 80's style which put them on top of the NY scene in the 
early eighties. While some welcome the return to the original AF sound, others are accusing Agnostic 
i >i selling out. This is partly due to the recent popularity of punk and the fact they signed with west 
coast biggie Epitaph. "If I wanted to make more money I'd stay at home" (he makes approx. 70k at 
construction) this is like a mid-life crisis and I had to get out of the house. "With Epitaph we got the 
label that was most interested and serious in doing the lp." After recording the album in a friends 
studio they "put it on the block to whoever came up with the best deal."

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So, you're on your way to the gig. Great! You have 
everything you need, right? Not always. Despite how 
many times you've checked and re-checked invariably 
something was left behind at the rehearsal space. Life 
is just like that so it helps to be prepared to improvise. 
Hopefully you haven't left something really important 
like the DAT machine or the lead vocalist because 
otherwise there is almost always a fix. 



From the mundane, you can always borrow an AC 
extension cord or a guitar strap. To the head slapper, 
you can't borrow your favorite vintage Stratocaster. The 
show has to go on! Being prepared to deal with any sort 
of disaster, minor or major, is one of the things that will 
turn you into a seasoned road warrior. Think ahead. 
What will you need for the show? Guitar strings? A new 
snare drum head? Maybe just a cassette tape to make a 
board tap of the show for future analysis? Are you going 
to a major city where there will be a nearby open store 
where you can buy batteries for guitar pedals? Or will 
you be doing a show in a small village where everything 
shuts down after six p.m. and your band is the only 
action in town. (How's that for added pressure?) 

Did you read the contract with the agency or club that 
has hired you for the show? Are they supplying the PA? 
The lighting system? Someone to operate them? Is there 
an opening act or are you the openers? Have you 
contacted the other acts on the bill to double check that 
they know what is going on? Get a contact number from 
the agent booking the show and find out if, for example, 
the other band(s) thinks that you are supplying a drum 
kit. Perhaps they've been told that some of your 
amplifiers would be shared. You need to investigate all 
of these possibilities in advance. Sometimes a booking 
agent will tell a band anything that he thinks they want 
to hear just to get them to play. Be a detective and find 
out all of the details of the show so there are no surprises.

Above all, get everything in writing — especially the 
financial details! Even if you're just playing for the door 
money it pays to be sure that the other acts on the bill 
know how (or if) the night's proceeds are going to be 
divided up after the show. There have been some rather 
nasty scenes when an opening act thought that the 
headliner was responsible for paying them and the 
headliner knew nothing about it. 



One of the most important aspects of your show is 
being sure that things start out on a good footing. . 
Showing up on time for soundcheck is certainly one 
of the most important things you should do. You can't 
expect to arrive at the dub an hour before you play and 
put on a professional, seamless show. It isn't always 
necessary to do a long drawn out soundcheck especially 
in larger established Venues that have pro technicians 
but arriving on time to at least arrange the night's 
events is important. (Personally, I think that two songs 
is usually enough for a band to feel comfortable on 
stage although there may be exceptions with more 
complicated types of stage shows.. .a band with a horn 
section for example) 

Many people have organized their day in order to make 
sure your show starts on time and goes off without a 
hitch. Be respectful of their time and effort and realize 
you all have to work together. If the band doesn't show 
up when they are supposed to (without a VERY good 
reason) then things will indeed get off to a bad start. 
One example of a good reason to be late is a vehicle 
breakdown (you of course would have phoned ahead 
to let them know you'd be late?). An example of a 
bad excuse is the drummer had to work. Sorry, but if 
you've agreed to do a show in a bar THAT is your 
band's priority for the evening. If your day job interferes 
with the show you've said you will do then you haven't 
planned ahead. You should have made arrangements 



ahead of time to make sure that the band would be 
at the venue at the time previously arranged. 

One last thought for now. Despite what you may 
assume about the clubs PA system, it is always a good 
idea to have enough stage amplifiers for every 
instrument. In other words the keyboardist, for 
example, should have his own amp. This will be 
advantageous to the keyboard player, who can control 
his own on stage levels, and to the vocalist(s) who 
won't have to deal with hearing too much of the 
keyboards in their vocal monitors. It is usually best to 
set the stage up so the instruments can be heard on ™ 
their own and leave the monitor system exclusively 
for vocals as much as possible. Aiming amps across the 
stage can be beneficial to hearing each other as well as 
for the mixing engineer who will be able to do a better 
job if a screaming Marshall cabinet isn't aimed right at 
him or the audience. 

An obvious exception, of course, is if the stage is large 
then some distribution of instruments in the monitors 
(assuming they can handle it) may be necessary. Ask 
the sound engineer what can be done to aid each other 
in creating a manageable on stage sound. Don't be 
afraid to ask because he/she will know the room better 
than anyone else and if it doesn't sound good on stage 
then it will be very difficult to make the band sound 
good through the PA. Your show is, above all, a group 
effort. Work together and everything will fall into place.
